THE PRESIDENT OF THE A B. Uu TALES 
FREELY OF THE STRIKE. 


Se Tells the Pisiable Condition te Which 
the Workmen at Pullman Had Been 


Prime Cause of the Great Maltway 
Disturbances— Hew the Strikers Were 
Beaten.

Cuicaco, III., Aug. . — By far the largest 
audience which has yet been in attendauce 
upon the Strike Commission's sessions was 
present to-day, attracted by the appearance 
as a witness of Presidept Eugene V. Debs of 
the A. R. U. The court-room where the 
commissioners sit was crowded from the 
bench tothe doorway when President Debs 
took the witness chair. 

**Now tell us, in your own war. Mr. Debs,’’ 
said Commissioner Wright, ‘‘what you 
know of the Pullman strike and results. 
Leaning forward in his seat, the tall leader 
ofthe great strike began in a iow, clear 
voice a recital which gradually became 
more earnest and forcible as he proceeded, 
until it developed into almost an oration. He 
told of having received word that a strike in 
Pullman was imminent and of his coming to 
icago to investigate. 1 found, he ald, 
aß the men were working for the Puliman 
company at wages upon which they could 
not live. 1 found that salaries had been cut 
time and time again until skilled mechanics 
were working their lives away for wages 
not sufMicient for a day iaborer. That the 
town of Pullman, with its shops, its houses 
and its stores was so schemed that every 
penny the workingman made found its way 
back to the company. 

In fact, 1 found the workingmen of Fun- 
man in a pitiable condition and determined 
I would do all in my power as President of 
the A. R. U. to improve the condition of 
those men. The strike followed, ordered by 
the men themselves. Then came the boy- 
cott ordered by duly elected delegates to our 
convehtion and then followed the railroad 
strikes ordered by the various local unions 
each of which had grievances of its oon. 

Mr. Debs then told of the strike,.his ae 
count @ifering dat littie from that of the 
others who had preceded him on the witness 


stand. 
Would tHe railroad strikes have occurred 
if there had been no Pullman trouble?’’asked 
Commissioner Wright. + 
No, the Pullmano strike wasthe prime 
cause. We desired to stop Pullman's cars 
and shutoff bis income, thus forciog him to 
arbitrate. Bat the ratiroad men bad grier- 
ances of their oon. The General Managers’ 
Association had been organized with the 
avowed intention of giving assistanee to 
railroads in labor troubies. The evident 
aim was to drive organised iabor from 
existence. No sooner had tiils assuciation 
been formea than a systematic reduction 
ofrailroad wages all over the country be- 
gan. de cuts were made on One road ata 
timeand in one department at a time, Dat 
the systematic reguiarity with which they- 
appeared was sufficientiy significant. The 
meno were ready to strite 
felt they bad cause. But the 
would not have’ come when it did 
itmot been for the Pullman matter. 
time was unpropitious, business was 
pressed and money was scarce. 
order the strikes. I bad ot the power. 
men did that themselves. But i do not wish 
to shirk any responsibility and am #illinx to 
say that i heartily concurred in and ap- 
proved of the action taken by the men.

Conflicting Accounts of the Cause 
of Turnkey Odlum’s Shooting. 


Two Witnesses Bay He Was Under 
the Influence of Liquor. 


MES. MARY M’CARTHY DENIES THAT 
HE WA KNOCKED Down. 


She Witmessed the Afisir and Says 
Galem Fell— fhe Charges That Me 
Kite Reed After He Drepped. and 
said: ‘‘Hewt Mave Yeu Where 1 Want 
Yeur’ — O@@liem Says There Is Ne 
Truth ia the Charge. 


An inquest will De held at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning on the remains of Enoch 
Reed, the negro who was almost instantly 
Killed by Turnkey Christopher m of the 
Third District Police Station In the yard at 
1910 Carr street at 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Meanwhile his slayer is detained in the 
calaboose of which he was until yesterday in 
charge. 

According to fiends of Reed and persons 
who claim to bave deen eye-witnesses 
to the affair, the shooting was most 
Geliberate, while the turnkey swears he sim- 
ply shot Heed in self-defense, after he had 
been brutally assaulted. 

The tragedy occurred in the side yard of 
Charles Welker’s home. Welker, who is a 
colored man, lives there with his wife, her 
sister and an old colored woman named 
Martin. The house sets well back in the 
yard, and Enoch Reed had «a room in the 
basement just below the Welkers’ apart- 


ments. 
Welker’s wife, in telling her story this 


morning, said: 
SAYS ODLUM WAS DRUNK. 

„Mrs. Martin got up early yesterday mora- 
ing and went out tothe store. Asshe came 
in through the alley this man Odlum 
grabbed ber and commenced to pal her 
around the alley. He was drunkthen. He 
wanted her to teil him who owned all the 
howeses around the neighborhood. She got 
afraid and came ian, and when I heard her 
say aman was coming in after her Charlier 
andi got up. Well, he came right into our 
kitchen, set down at the tabie, told us he 
was a sergeant of police and ordered us to 
bring biur penc!! aed paper so he coald write 
down whe owned tue place. He raised quite 
a fess in the room, throwing chairs around, 
but analh went on through the house and 
out toward the front gate, where Jim 
Buckner was standing. I said to 
ulm, ‘Piease, mister, don’t go out 
that way. i'm so superstitiousand I know 
it’s bed luck to go ciean through a place in 
one way and out the other, Dut he wouldn't 
listen aad kept on goin’. Next thing I kKaow 
leaw um and Jim Buckner fightin’ at the 
front gate and Buckoer Knocking him down 
just as fast as fe got up. Enoch Reed down 
stairs heard the nolse and came up in his 
bare feet to see what was the matter. Seeing 
a row he went over toward the gate. ‘ihe 
last time Buckner knocked Odium down he 
dropped his pistol. Somebody told him, and 
he wont and picked it up. Buckner must a 
skipped out the back way then, fof Jast as he 
got the aun he walked right upto Keed and 
blazei away at him. Now, 1 don't 
know nothing at all personally about trouble 
Letween Odlum and Keed, buta white man 
who lives around the corner told me last 
Dight that Odlum had it in for Reed and 
swore he'd get even with him some day if he 
nad to Kill him ior swearing against his 
brother, Vick Udliam *’ 

SAW ODLUM FALL. 

Mrs. Mary McCarthy,a young woman who 
lives at 1 Carr street, just opposite the 
scene of the s huoting, is very severe in her 
condemnation of Odlum. ) 

Iwas sitting on my front steps about? 
o'clock yesterday morning,’’ she said. *‘‘l 
saw the whole thing. There was no fight 
at ali. Odilum wes not knocked down 
at all. he fell, 1 guess, and cut his lip. 
When he fell he dropped his pistol and when 
he picked that up he ran right at Keed and 
sald, ‘You're the —— I’m after’ and sbot him 
dead. After he fell he kiczed Reed and said, 
*Now you're dead, you ——. I’ve got you 
where I want you, By this time Officer 
Noonan came along and seeing some Dbicod 
on Odlum said, ‘You better not keep tha 
blood on you or may be you won't t out o 
this so ear. Then Noonan instead of arest- 
ing Odlum,who was drunk and hada revoiver 
simply went to work and arrested Welker. 
an innocent colored man, whe had nothing 
at all to do with the shooting.

A CHILD WIDOW. 


Katharine Miller Dying With Typhoid 
Fever at the City Hospital. 


Katharine Miller, a pretty child widow, is 
dying at the City Hospital. Sue was not 
quite 15 when she was Married, a few months 
more thana year ago, Dut during her short 
life she has learned more of sorrow 
by bitter experiences than many another 
who has lived to a ripe old age. 
Hier existence has been crowded with mis- 


fortanes. One calamity followed another 
with bewlldering comfusion and it is not re- 
markanle that she now believes in the doc- 
trine of fatalism and Goes not care whether 
she lives or dies. 

She wes found tn a little stuffy room at 1009 
North High street by the ambulance surgeon, 
who in response to requests from neighbors 
went to investigate the case. It was learned 
that she was suffering from the most malig«- 
nant form of typhoid fever. Her dus 
band died about five months ago 
on the same Gay that ber baby was born, and 
since then she has worked at the most mental 
occupations to support herself and child. 
Her parents, once well to do, are aged 
and poverty stricken, and, knowing 
they had hard work to support them- 
selves, she {declined to burden them 
by gOing home. Until she was taken sick 
she managed to make a living without the 
assistaace of anyone, dat Wen the fever 
seized her she gave Up hope and lald down 
in her miserabie littie room to die. 

For forty-eight hours she tossed about on 
the bed delirious with the dreadful disease. 
The helpless iittie babe was not cared for 
Guriog that time, as its erties could not 
arouse its mother from her ie@nargy nor dan 
ish’ the me of Wia irenay which 
followed. Then the neighbors discovered her 
aod sent for a phy @ian. He came onty 
twice and 4 ned thecase. The neignh- 
bo urged Katharine to go tothe City Hos- 
pital, Dut she had a kherror of a public insti- 
tution and refused t low herself to be re- 
moved from the hot itt room which she 
called nome. For one whole week she 
remained there without nourishing food and 
without any careexcept the desultory at- 
tentions that her busy neighbors found time 
to Destow on the sick Woman. 


HER PRIVATIONS. 
This lack of sultabie food and regular med 
ical attendance probably is the reason that 
she will die. Since she has deen at the City 
Hospitai she bas been delirious much of the 
time. lier little babe, howerer, is 


being well taken care of and does 
not seem to feel the effects of 
privations which it must have suffered dur- 
ing the two days thet its mother was alone 
with it, and unable to take care of it. The 
dying mother, when she was seen at the City 
Hospital this morning, Was in whatis e- 
lieved to be the last stage 
of disease. lier countenance, 
althoug wanj and emaciated, showed 
that wü weil she bad been a beautiful girl. 
lier Drown eyes, large and liquid, stared at 
Dr. Heine Marks as he questioned her. Her 
long biack hair fell over Rer shoulders and in 
the thin white fingers she helda rose which 
the kind-hearted nurse had procured for her. 
Even in her moments of wiidest delirium the 
presence of her little dade seems to sooth 
her, anda negro woman who is caring for it 
sits besides the dying mother’s cot. The

not present so pittadie a 

spectacle as others which preceded it. 
Her mother called atthe City Hospital this 
morning and explained to Dr. Marks that 
her family had once deen in Detter circum- 
stances, but that now she could do nothing 
for her dying dauahter. Katharine is re- 
celving the best of care at the hospital, but 
it will de almost miraculous ifshe recovers.

SAYS ANOTHER BABY HAS BEEN 8U2- 
STITUTED FOR HIS WIFE'S. 


Me Suspects Geerge Washington. a Negre 
Whe Has Been in Mis Empley. eof 
Making the Change and Thinks the 
Baby They New Wave Belengs to a 
Weman With Whem, Me Alleges, the 
Celered Man Was Intimate—Has Dis- 
eharged Washinugter. 


The neighbors in the vicinity of Louis Nie- 
man’s residence and place of business, 1426 
Franklin avenue, are considerably wrought 
up over a peculiar change that has 
taken place in his family the 
past two months. Three months ago 
Mr. Neman, who is already the father of six 
children of Dionde complexion, became the 
father of a female child, which was as white 
as the driven snow. The fairness of thechilda’s 
skin was such that all the relatives and 
friends commented upon the future beauty 
of the infant. 

The baby was a healthy one, asd seemed 
to grow stronger and more vigorous each 


day. 
CHAEGE OF COMPLEXION. 

About 6 weeks ago Niemanclaims to have 
discovered on close inspection that the 
youngest child was no longer fair of skin, 
but had suddenly changed in color to that of 
a mulatto or negro. He remarked the won- 
derfal change that had come over 
the baby and hig wife, Betty, also thought, 
he claims, that the complexion of her last 
born had changed. She declared positively, 
Nieman says, tGnt It was not the same child. 

While the mother continued to nurse the 
infant, the neighbors and friends of Nieman 
were notified by the now unhappy father 
and @they and the midwife who had 
attended Mrs. Nieman gathered at the 
house to pass uponthecase. It is claimed 
that they had seen the baby when born, and 
conciuded that the child they afterward saw 
was not the same. 

DISCHARGED THE NEGRO. 

At tüte Mr. Nieman degan to try to solve 
the mystery. The result was that Geo. Wash- 
ington, a negro, also Known as Lilacs, 


who had worked for Nieman, doing generat 
work about the store, was discharged from 
hisemploy on suspicion. Mr. Nieman con- 
ceived the idea that Washin«uton had, be- 
cause of his familiarity with the premises, 
carried off his child and placed la its stead 
the colored infant. | 

After the discharge of the negro, Niemen 
told the police officers on the beat of ols sus- 
picions and they and the neighbors referred 
him to Chief Desmond, This morniag ne 
called upon the latter official ana demanded 
an investigation. After relating the story as 
given above he said that the reason he had 
suspected Washington was because he 
had learned from Washington about tne 
time his child was born, thata white woman 
who lives somewhere on Tenth street and 
with whom Washinwton is sald to have been 
intimate had a baby. 

MR. NEMAN’S STORY. 

**T remembered this, be continued,“ when 
Isaw te colored baby in my Bouse andl 
asked Washington, when I sespected him, 
about this white woman and 
the baby. The only reply I got 


was that he had no babies, Then he looked 
at me and laughed, Neither myself nor my 
wifecan remember now what kind of hair 
our baby had. I Know, though, it had a 
small red birth-mark on the lid of one of its 
eyes and the baby we have now has not. 
Inis latter baby has black eyes anda short 
nose, and it don’t look like our 
Daby at all. I have known Wasn 
on for some time. He has worked 
me for about six months, and as we 
lived immediately in the rear of the store it 
was no diMieulit matter for him to slip an- 
other baby ina ace of mine. Besides, he 
slept in the store at night-time wulle be 
worked for me. There are other tbings 
which mate me suspicious of the negro. 
About the time the ehlid was born some baby 
clothing and a revolver were stolen. 
Nieman says that Washington is now run- 
ning a boot blacking stand on Franklin ave- 
nue in the vicinity of his furnitare store. 
After hearing tue story Chief Desmond for- 
warded the complaint tothe Third District 
Station and the investigation of the case will 
be carried on from thet end.

Mr. Cleveland will gndoubtedly be more 
anxious than ever for Mr. Bayarda’s presence 


there, and whether there is any such ex- 
pectation or not, Mr. Bayard will probably 
wish to return to his seat uniess Cleveland 
has greater need of him elsewhere. Should 
Bayard come back withthe d ration that 
he will not seek the seat, there are two or 
three candidates ready to claim the piace. 
Saulsbury can bardly ho for it, because he 
and Gray are residents of the same county, 
and the Democratic party here has an un- 
written law against any such local concen- 
tration of honors. Congressman Causey, 
who has had two terms, and because of the 
theory as to rotation in office cannot hope 
for a third, would like to go to the 
Senate. Another candidate is Chancellor

publicans have taken advantage of their op- 

onent’s Diunders. Money — has an 

mportant influence in the elections here, 
and the Republicansare able to put more 
money into the canvass than the Democrats. 
Mr. Higgins wishes to go back to the Senate, 
and, in spite of the scandal that was brought 
so close to him in a recent election in this 
State, he is still master of the situation. If 
the Republicans carry the State he will prob- 
ably retain nis seat. Nevertheless, there isa 
sinister enemy to his happiness in J. Edward 
Addicks, a new-comer in these parts, who 
wisbes to be a Senator. Mr. Higgins looks 
for campaign funds to the protected manu- 
facturers of Philadelphia, whereas Mr. 
Addicks is rich enough to be his own cam- 
paign treasurer. If he goes about it the 
right way he may beable to make sure that 
in case of Repubdiican success the Legislature 
shall be his. Mr. Higgins can hardly hope to 
get money to help him contfol his own party 
against Mr. Addicks. 

he Legisiature is a small Dody chosen on a 
general ticket in each county. To carry two 
ofthe three counties is to have an over- 
— 47 majority on joint vallot. New- 
castie is Republican, Kent is Democratic and 
Sussex has been bought by the RepuDlicans 
in at least one election. The situation Is very 
uncertain and a free use of money May easily 
Gecide the result, It is generally believed 
that the active participation of Mr. Bayard 
in the canvass would make the reckless use 
of money by the Republicans extremely 
dangerous and would do much to strengthen 
the mocrats.

NAGASAKI, Japan, Aug. 6, via San Fran- 
Cisco, Cal., Aug. 0. — The correspondent of 
rum Wontp and Post-Disratcu is enabled to 
give an authentic account of the Kow Shung 
affair, the first engagement between the 
ships of China and Japan. The ineidests of 
this ight, in which the Kow 6hung, fying 
the British flag and transporting a large 
number of Chinese soldiers to Corea. was 
sunk dy the Japanese cruiser Naniwa, are 
important by reason of the fact that they 
may lead to complication between England 
and Japan. 

An American engineer named Powers ar- 
rived here recently from Chemulpo, Corea. 
He learned the particelars of the Kow Shuag 
a@air from Col. Von Hauneke, the German 
officer who was among those who fortunately 
escaped when the vessel weat down. Col. 
Von Hanneke is a retired officerifrom the Ger- 
man army, holding the * Neuteoant- 
colonel, and stands high in the estimation of 
the Chinese Government. His statements 
may be depended upon. 

Von Hanneke related his experienees to 
Mr. Power as follows: 

„e were cleared by the British Consul at 
Ohe Foo for Asan on the 224 of July. We 
were flying the British fag, and as war had 
not been declared no risk was apprehended. 
The troops numbered 11,000 odd. and were 
fully ofcered. A small gunboat accom. 
panied us as an escort. 

‘*Nothiag of note occurred until early on 
the 25th, when we arrived near Phung-Do, 
about ten or fifteen miles outside Asan, when 
we sighted two Chinese cruisers which we 
made out to be the Chi- Tden and the Kuang- 
ki, and bearing down on them were Japan- 
ese men-of-war. We could sot make out 
which party opened bostilities, but the en- 
gagement soon became general. Our escort, 
asmall wooden craft, was the frst to 80 
down, and I believe consideraDie damage 
was done on both sides. Our position on 
the Kow-Shuag, however, was sufficiently 
critical to engage Our more immediate atten- 


tion. 

„We were signaled to stop and anchor, 
an order which Capt. Galsworthy promptly 
obeyed. After a very short interval the 
commander of the Naniwa came close up to 
us and sent an officer on board to examine 
the ship's papers and to order the captain 
to transfer himself and officers on board the 
Japanese war vessel. 

Capt. Galeworthy protested, pointed to his 
flag and explained that, as he had been 
Cleared by the Consul before war had been 
declared, the Japanese would Getain his 
ship at their own risk. He also protested 
against being ordered out of his vessel and 
demanded permission to return to Taku. 
„The Japanese commander accepted the 
responsibility and again ordered the for- 
eigners to quit the transport. Now came the 
Gliemma. We were ordered out, but the 
Chinese troops would not allowa soui to 
leave the ship. The situation was signaled 


to the Nanitwa, and the officer who dad 
boarded was requested to submit the state 
of affairs to his Captain. 

‘*This was done and in a few minates dere 
turned, defiantly ordering all of us foreign- 
ers to leave the Kow Shung. The Chinese 
officers grouped near the r and un- 
derstanding a littie English soon learned the 
fate that was lu store for them and grasped 
the siteation in an instant. The Japanese 
officer was seized, the Chinese observing 
that it they were going Gown they would not 
go alone. Efforts were made by the foreitagn- 
ers to calm them, and the Jap, taking ad 
vantage of the moment, slipped overboard 
ipto his gig and made of to his sbip.
